Formerly a Greater Pest In England Than 


at the Present Day. 


Formerly the "common scold"—the 


woman who made her ncighbois' Mves 
intolerable with her raging temper, her 
bitter tongue, her slanders and calnm- 
nios—was found everywhere. Laws 
were passed recognizing her as ono kind 
of criminal. There weio two forms of 
punishment by which slio was repressed 
or deterred or cowed into gentleness— 
viz, tho cuckiug stool and the brank. 
Tho cucking stool assumed various 
shapes, but it generally consisted of a 
chair on one end of abeam, winch rested 
on a bar so as to make a seesaw. Some- 
times tho chair was hung from tl-.o beam 
by a chain. The culprit being tied on 
the chair, tho other end of the beam 
went up and the chair went down into 
the water, sousing the woman com- 
pletely. They did this three times, after 
which they let her go. 


Such stools belonged to nearly every 


parish. Like tho stocks and tho pillory, 
they formed part of the furniture of jus- 
tice. For instance, about London, theie 
was ono on Banksicle with which they 
ducked the wives of (he players. There 
was one at Radcliffe, one at Kingston- 
on-Thames, and theie was one which 
stood till the beginning of this century 
beside the great pond or reservoir of the 
Grerii park. 


Apparently tho chair and the cold 


bath did not completely desiioy tho fe- 
male tendency to scold, for it was found 
necessary to invent another punishment, 
which was extensively adopted, although 
not authorized by tho law. Thi& was 
the "brank," or "scold's bnulp," which 
consisted of a small cage formed by iron 
hoops to fit the hccA, with a pitco of 
iron which pr. ^ed !itc tongae and 
foimed the gag. Lhusadc/ned, the scold 
was either led 01 ci ncd about the town 
for all the \\orld 10 KO. borne times she 
waa placed on o L:,h scaffold.

blank wa? u i rd in FC'^_O places down to 
the besmmu'tcf thectiilniy. Its disuse, 
its disappearance, niaLo one incline to 
the belief that the scold has also disap- 
peared. Ilovrovor, such is not the case. 
The disease ormfiimity of scolding still 
exists, but in a uirc.li milder form. Tho 
nulducs i of the modern form is mainly 
dtio to tho awpiovcil conditions of life.

Perfect One Should Be. 


"I find great difficulty in getting a 


model with good arms," said a •well 
known sculptor recently. "It ia aston- 
ishing hovr veiy few women h»ve arms 
that conform to the standard. A perfect 
arm measured from tho armpit to the 
wrist joint should be twice the length 
of tho head. i;.o upper part of tho arm 
should be lar^c1, full and well rounded. 
The foreaim .just not ho too flat, not 
nearly so flat *a a man's, for example. 
A dimple at the elbow adds beauty to a 
well proportioned arm. 


"JProm a well molded shoulder tho 


whole arm should taper in long, grace- 
ful curves to a symmetrical and rounded 
wrist. It is better to have an aim that 
harmonizes c >-eu if cho parts do not fol- 
low the genti.illy accepted lines. For 
Instance, a full, round upper arm which 
is joined to a flat or thlu forearm has a 
very bad effect. It is only ii degree 
worse, however, than a graceful, well 
molded forearm tacked on to a thin, 
scrawny upper arm. 


"Correctness of form ia not the only 


rhing necessary for a good arm. The 
owner must possess the power of espios- 
sioa in her arms. As a general thing 
American women are deficient in this 
Thoso nationalities which show the 
most expression in their arms aro the 
Spanish, French and Italians.

warmest admirer of Sarah Beruhardt 
would not claim that she had beautiful 
arms, yet no one can say that the divine 
Saiah ever appears ungainly in conse- 
quence. Much more lies in tho faculty 
of arm expression than is generally 
surjDosed. "—Boston Post.

SILVKH PARTY COJlVjENTION. 


The call for the State Convention of 


the Silver party to be held at Elko 
September 8 is published in the JOUB- 
SAL. The primaries for the election of 
delegates are to be held under tho State 
law August 22d. The test requires vot- 
ers to pledge their support to Bryan 
aud Sewall for President and Vice 
President of the United States. This 
will tend to keep those who prefer Wat- 
soa to Sewall for Vice President from 
voting at the primaries and, unless a 
compromise is efleoted, may result in 
the nomination of two electoral tickets, 
one for Bryan and Sewall, and the 
other for Bryan and Watson. This 
shuuld be avoided :.• it would divide 
the Bryan vote, and it can be prevent 
ed if wise counsel prevails. 


As it is Bryan is the nominee of the 


Democrats, the Silver party and the 
Populists for President. Sewall is the 
nominee of the Democrats and the Sil 
ver party for Vice President and Wat- 
son is the nominee of the Populists for 
that office. If arrangements tan be 
made by which there will be an equita- 
ble division of the electoral vots for 
Vica President, and of State offices, 
there is no good reason why all three 
of the parties, if they wish to maintain 
separate organizations, cannot nomi- 
nate the same persons for alithe offices 
and insure at least three-fourths of the 
votes of the State for the ticket 


The JOURNAL has no axe to grind. It 


doea not want to endanger an electoral 
vote for Bryan, the champion of free 
coinage and the people's cause It is 
like the old fireman, when the question 
of painting the" masheen" came before 
the company, and he was called upon 
for his opinion as to the color.

NEW Sll/VER 
CEKTIlFICATiSS. 


The Treasury Department has issued 


a new one dollar silver certificate for 
which the demand is great. Banks in 
nearly all parts of the country have 
sent in orders for the notes. 
The 


Treasury officials have been obliged to 
limit the amount that will be issued to 
any one bank to $500. Some banks 
ha?e offered gold for the new notes and 
they have been accommodated. 


The notes for which the demand is 


greater than the supply are redeemable 
in standard dollars. 
There is about 


130,000,000 ounces of silver bullion in 
the Treasury owned and paid for by 
the Government. This bullion could 
be coined into silver dollars, and those 
who preferred paper to the coins could 
be accommodated by giving them silver 
notes. No one would be injured and 
many would be benefltted by doing 
that. At least one of the mints is idle 
and that at New Orleans is not running 
steadily, when both could be coining 
money at a great profit to the public. 


Bat instead of pursuing this com- 


mon sense policy the Administration 
insists on paying all obligations in 
gold, letting the mints rust in idleness 
and the silver bullion remain stacked 
in the Treasury vaults where it is as 
useless as its bulk in cobble stones. 
But that is tho policy of the single 
standard men, and the Eepnblican Na- 
tional Convention says it shall not be 
changed unless foreign nations con- 
sent. Judging by the spirit evinced in 
the three National conventions recent- 
ly held, and in each of which Bryan was 
nominated for President, the people of 
the United States are determined that 
the bullion stored in the Treasury shall 
be coined and that the mints shall be 
open to silver as well as gold without 
the consent of foreign nations.

POPULIST PfcAXFOBM. 


Government Ownership of 
ItallroadB 


and Telegraph tilnos. 


The People's party, assembled in 


National Convention, re-affinns its al- 
legiance to tbe principles declared by 
the founders of the Republic, and also 
to the fundamental principles of just 
government as enunciated in the plat- 
form of the party In 1892. 
We recog- 


nize that through the connivance of 
tha present and preceding administra- 
tions, the country has reached a crisis 
in its national life as predicted in our 
declaration four years ago, and that 
prompt and patriotic action is the 
supreme duty of the hour. 


We realize that while wo have politi- 


cal independence our fin ancial and in- 
dustrial independence is yofc to be ob- 
tained by restoring to our country the 
constitutional control and the exercise 
of the functions necessary to a people's 
Government, which functions 
have 


been basely surrendered by our public 
servants to corporate monopolies. The 
influence of European money changers 
has been more potent in shaping leg-'B- 
lation than the voice of the American 
people. 
Executive power and patron- 


age have been used tn corrupt our Leg- 
islatures and defeat the will of the 
people, and plutocracy has thereby 
been enthroned upon the ruins of the 
democracy. 
To restore the Govern- 


ment intended by the fathers and the 
welfare and the prosperity of this and 
future generations, we demand the es- 
tablishment of an economic and finan- 
cial system which shall make us mast- 
ers of our own affairs, and independ- 
ent of European control, by the adop- 
tion of the following declaration of 
principles: 


FINANCE. 


jFirst—We demand a national money, 


safe and sound, issued by the general 
Government only, without interven- 
tion of banks of issue, to be a full legal 
tender for all debts, private and public, 
a just, equitable and efficient means of 
distribution direct to the people and 
through the lawful disbursements of 
the Government. 


Second—We demand the free and 


unlimited coinage of silver and gold at 
the present legal ratio of 16 to 1, and 
without waiting for the consent of for- 
eign nations.

except by specific act of Congress,

Sixth—We demand that the Govern- 


ment in payment of its obligations 
shall use its option as to the kind of 
lawful money in which they are to be 
paid, and v?e denounce the present and 
preceding administration for surrend- 
ering this option to the holders of Gov- 
ernment obligation securities. 


Seventh—We demand a graduated in 


come tax, to the end that aggregated 
wealth shall bear its just proportion of 
taxation, and we regard the recent de- 
cision of the Supreme Court relative to 
the income tax law as a misinterpreta- 
tion of the Constitution and an inva- 
sion of the rightful powers of Congress 
over the subject of taxation. 


Eighth—We demand that 
postal 


savings banks be established by the 
Government for the safe deposit of the 
savings of the people and to facilitate 
exchange. 


TBANSPOBTATION. 


First—Transportation being a means 


of exchange and a public necessity, the 
Government should own and operate 
the railroads in the interest of the 
people, on a non-partisan basis, to the 
end ttJat all may be accorded the same 
treatment in transportation, and that 
the tyranny and political power now 
exercised by the great railroad corpo- 
rations, which result in the impair- 
ment, if not the destruction of the 
political rights and personal liberty of 
the citizen, may be destroyed. Such 
ownership is to be accomplished grad- 
ually in a manner consistent with 
sound public policy. 


Second—The interest of tha United 


States in the public highways built 
with public moneys and the proceeds 
of extensive grants of land to the 
Pacific railroads should never have 
been alienated, mortgaged or sold, but 
guarded and protected for the general 
welfare as provided by the laws organ- 


the interest of the people. 


LAND. 


First—The true policy demands that 


national and State legislation shall be 
such aa will ultimately enable every 
prudent and industrious citizen to se- 
cure a home, and therefore the lands 
should not be monopolized for specu- 
lative purposes. All lands held by the 
railroads and other corporations in ex- 
cess of their actual needs, should by 
lawful means be re-claimed by the 
Goveiument, and held for actual set- 
tlers only, and private land monopoly 
as well aa alien ownership, should ba 
prohibited. 


Second—We condemn the f lauds by 


which the land grants to Pacific mil- 
road companies have, through the con- 
nivance of the Interior Department, 
robbed multitudes of bona fide set- 
tlera of their homes and miners of 
their claims, and we demand legiela- 
by Congress which will enforce the ex- 
emption of mineral laud from such 
grants after as well as before patenting, 


Third—We demand that bona fide 


settlers on nil public lands be granted 
free homes, as provided in the national 
homestead law, and that no exception 
be made in the case of Indian reserva. 
tions when opened for settlement, and 
that all lands not now patented come 
under the same rule. 


DIRECT LEGISLATION. 


We favor a system of direct legisla- 


tion through the initiative and referen- 
dum under proper constitutional safe- 
guards. 


QE>JERAL PROPOSITIONS. 


First—We demand the election of 


President, Vice President and United 
States Senators by direct vote of tho 
people. 


Second—We tender to ihe patriotic 


people of Cuba our deepest sympathy 
in their struggle for political fioedom 
and independence, and we believo tha 
time has come when the United States, 
the great Eepublio of the world, should 
recognize that Cuba is, and of right 
ought to bo, a free and independent 
state. 


Third—We favor home rulo in the 


Territories, and the District of Colum- 
bia, and the early admission of Terri- 
tories as States. 


Fourth—All public salaries should 


be made to correspond to the price of 
labor and its products. 


Fifth—In times of great industrial 


depression, idle labor should be em- 
ployed on public works as far as prac- 
ticable. 


Sixth—The arbitrary course of the 


Court in assuming to imprison citizens 
for indirect contempt and ruling them 
by injunction should be prevented by 
proper legislation. 


Seventh—We favor just pensions for 


every disabled Union soldier. 


Eighth—Believing that the elective 


franchise and an untrammeled ballot 
are essential to n government of, for 
and by the people, the People's Party 
condemns the wholesale system of dis- 
franobisement, adopted in some of the 
States as nn-Kepublican and un-Demo- 
cratio, and we declare it to be the duty 
of the several State Legislatures to 
take such action aa will secure a full 
and free and fair ballot and an honest 
count. 


Ninth—While the foregoing proposi- 


tions constitute the platform which our 
party stands upon, and for their vin- 
dication its organization will be main- 
tained, \ye recognize that the great and 
pressing issue of the pending campaign 
upon which the Presidential election 
will turn, is the financial question, and 
upon this great and specific issue be- 
tween the parties we cordially invite 
the aid and co-operation- of all organ- 
izations and citizens agreeing with us 
upon this vital question.

Their First Meeting BS Described by the 


latter After the ClTlI War. 


Entertaining papers giving reminis- 


cences of "The Lost Cause" were read 
in this city at a meeting of the Daugh- 
ters at the Confederacy. In a paper pre- 
pared by 3Ir. George Savage and read 
by ilr=. D. Glraiwl Wright was described 
the first meeting of General Robert E. 
Lee and General George B. McClellan 
as General McOlcllau had related the 
facts to Mr. Savage in the summer O' 
1878. 


"It was near the City of Mexico dur- 


ing the McsicMi -war," said General Mc- 
Clellan to Mr. Savage, "that I first met 
my future great opposing commander. 
I was a lieutenant of engineers and Leo 
was u major of engineers and a favorite 
on tho staff of General Winfield Scott. 
I was -walking across a field one day 
when I saw General Scott and his staff 
approaching on horseback. As the party 
drew near to me Major Les reined up 
his horse and, addressing me in an an- 
gry tone, said: 


'Lieutenant, don't yon know yon 


are disobeying orders? What is your 
nar.1!:?" 


"I told him my name -was McClellan 


and that I did not know I was disobey- 
ing orders. 


'All officers havo been told to re- 


main in their quarters and await or- 
ders, ' ho exclaimed, still appearing very 
angry. 


"I replied that no such order had 


reached me, and he then peremptorily 
nrdered mo back to my quarters, and 
mstened away to join General Scott and 
he rest of the staff, who had not stop- 
ped. 


I returned across tho field to my 


quarters, feeling much injured, for I 
lad not knowingly committed 
any 


ireach of discipline. I complained to 
my fellow officers of Major Loe's treat- 
ment of me. Scarcely had I finished my 
tory when I was told that there was an 
fficer outside who wished to .see mo, 


I was greatly surprised to find Major 
seated there upon his horse. He 


aluted and I returned the salute. 


Lieutenant McClellan,' said he, 


I fear that in our meeting just now I 
vas discourteous in tone or manner, and 
huve come to express to you the regret 
•hich, under the circumstances, a gen- 
leman should.' 
"I assured him that it was all right, 


and with a saluto and a low bow, which 


feelingly returned, he rode away, leav- 
g me lost in admiration of a superior 
fficer who could so promptly and so 
eiierously repair an error.''—Baltimore 
TUl.

A Boleiitltf HM Numbered the Dost P«r- 


tkslm In the T«ry Purest Ate, 


It has always been believed that there 


could be no dust in the aurof midocean, 
or upon mountain peaks thousands of 
feet above the sea level where the 
snows are eternal. But science has re- 
cently demonstrated that such is not the 
case. It has even gone farther" than 
finding dust in these placea It has 
counted, with the utmost accuracy, the 
number of particles^ in a cubic centi- 
meter. 


Dust measurements were made from 


air over the open ocean and in moun- 
tain regions at altitudes from 6,000 feet 
to more than 13,000 feet On the Bles- 
horn, in Switzerland, which forms part 
of the Alpine chain, containing the 
Rothhorn and Weisshorn, rising about 
9,000 feet ahove the Zermatt valley on 
the east, and some 8,000 feet from that 
of Ziani on the west, the observations 
showed that at an elevation of 0,700 
feet there \vero 950 dust particles in a 
cubic centimeter, which measures a lit- 
tle over one-third of an inch. At 8,400 
feet elevation only 613 dust particles 
were found, and at 13,600 feet above 
the sea the number diminished to 157 
per cubic centimeter. 


Over tiio Indian ocean the average 


number of dust particles in a cubic cen- 
timeter was less than 500 for seven out 
of niuo days, and on five days was less 
:han 400. During a thick fog in the At- 
antic the air was found to contain 8,130 
duet particles per cubic centimeter, 
while in tho clear region just beyond 
he fog there were only 380 dust parti- 
cles in the same space. 


Probably even few men of science 


would be able to tell how these parti- 
cles could be counted, but a wonderful 
little instrument has been devised which 
makes tho task an easy one. The dust 
counter which Mr. Pridlander employs 
contains a chamber into which air can 
be introduced saturated with water va- 
por. 
Then it is slightly and quickly cool- 


ed. Owing to the fall of temperature, 
condensation of vapor takes place'fin the 
dust nuclei, which then fall on to a mi- 
crometer plato at the bottom of the 
chamber, whore they are-rendered easi- 
ly visible for counting by the water lay- 
er which coats thorn.—New York Jour- 
nal.
